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NEW HAMPSHIE NUMISMATICS - Food Stamp Tokens 


The article hy Frederick Brofos in the Spring 1988 issue of Nonagan has resulted in 
much more information on Food Stamp tokens. Shown on inside front cover of this issue are 
examples of the Crisoenti's New London and Warner , N. H. tokens* square If red, 5f blue, » 
and 25/ orange. Also shown in first row are the three varieties of C. A. Danforth IGA, 
Bradford, N. H. Small later and large letter reverses are shown in second row. Some of the 
more interesting designs are also shown. Hose's v ariety was in Manchester but has been gone 
some time. The nest two were from Keene, ana Chase’s was in Portsmouth. The Epping Trading 
Center was one of the few that had the 50/ in brown with raised letters as shown at bottom 
center. (See list of Wayne S. Rioh collection for other New Hampshire stores that had tokens ) 


The U » S . food stamp pain began in Rochester, N. T. in May 1939 as an experiment under 
U. S. Dept, of Agr. By August 1942 thwre were 1741 oounties participating but after the war 
alleviated depression era unemployment the program was aiscontimued in March 1948. Feb. 2 
I96i President Kennedy instructed the secretary of Agriculture to establish pilot food stamp 
programs to provide better nutrition for the needy and make better use of surplus food. The 
program was expanded under President *' 0 hnson and became Nationwide under President Nixon. 

The stamps were initially 50/, $2, and $5. denominations. Scrip or tokens were privately 
issued for ohange up to 50/ o From *^an 1971 to March 1 1972 regular coins could be used as 
change, but on March 1, 1972 retailers were again forbidden to give cash and standards were 
set for credit slips or tokens, dan. 1. 1979 the rules changed again and coins could be usd 
for ohange up to $1. Most tokens were probably issued between 1972 and 1978. The credit 
slips or scrip are very desirable collector's items, as well as the tokens* 


In March 1973 nearly 19.3 million people paid abour $267 million dollars and received 
about $420,000,u00 worth of free or bonus food stamps. They could use the stamps at more 
than 234,000 authorized retail food stores qand 4875 authorized meal services. The purchase 
price could not exceed of the household's monthly income so the households with little 
or no income paid nothing for their food stamps. Eligible households could inolude elderly 
people living on sooial security or other pensions? welfare recipients living with low 
income working people? unemployed people? part time workers? workers with low wages, and 
people .with no income at all. Food stamps could be used for only authorized foods but in 
certain remote parts of Alaska they could be used for hunting and fishing equipment, but 
not guns, amunition orwother explosives. 




Most prolifio producer of these tokens was Personalized Plastics Co. (later Plasco) 
of Lacrosse, Wis. whose price of $45 per luOU was less than Others . Their products are also 
more available to collectors as they for a time made some extra of each run for collectors. 
Plastic Tag and Traae Check Co. (Platco) of Bay City, Mioh. was in business before Plasco 
and made tokens similar to the square Cricenti token and may have made the large ones. 

Other manufacturers of plastic tokens were Tropical Lab, Oalaska and Lacrosse, Wis. and 
^*To Plastics, Mt. Clemens, Mich. Early tokens were made of aluminum and other materials.
